REGISTRATION RETURNS. 

| FEW PRECINCTS MISSING. 
A week has passed since the close 
registration, and the returns from 
he entire county are complete with 
few exceptions. Those that are miss- 
ing are from the remote precincts of 
the county, where mall service is un- 
certain, but the number of affidavits 
fo be received from these points is so 


in the result. 

Yesterday's count by Chief Regis- 
tration Clerk Magrew shows a total 
registration to date of 47,329, of which 

30% are from Los Angeles city and 
18,029 from all other parts of the 
county. The totals for 1900 were: City, 
27,963e country, 17,363, the aggregate in- 
crease for this year being 1bus, of which 
1337 are in the city and 166 in the coun- 


try. 
The increase is not as great as had 
been hoped for, but there is general 
satisfaction over the result. It was the 
desire of those in charge of the regis- 
tration to reach a total of 50,000 this 
year, but this figure was considered 
extremely high for an “off year, and 
no surprise is manifested over the 
failure to reach that figure. 

While a comparison of the returns 
for 1900 and 1902 seems to indicate that 
registration has not kept pace with 
the increase in population in the 
county, it is pointed out that the reg- 
astration of two years ago was ex- 
tremely high, on account of the Presi- 
dential campaign. A State election 
never brings out the vote that is polled 
in a national election, and the fact 
that this year’s registration shows a 
substantial advance is considered good 
evidence that interest in the present 
campaign is far above normal.

Rebellion against Rev. Donohoo has 
existed for over two years, and it is 
said that this is the third protest that 
has been sent fo the annual conference, 
requesting that his pastorate be 
brought to a close. There was a split 
in the church two years ago, it is said, 
because of trouble over Mr. Donohoo, 
and several members went over to an- 
other church. There were mutteringe 
last year when he returned to the flock, 
and now the mutiny is tumultuous. 

As soon as the appointments of the 
conference were announced yesterday 
T. M. McClellan, chairman of the Board 


ef Trustees, conferred with mem- 
bers of the board and last t's meet- | 
ing was the result. i 

Mr. McClellan was c 
of the meeting, and Scott was 


secretary. 

For three hours the seventy-five at- 
tendants, who represent one-fourth of 
the membership, uiscussed the action of 
the conference. Rev. Donohoo was not 
there but his wife was. Much indig- 
nation was ex at the action of 
the conference in returning the pastor 
for the third time in the face of pro- 
tests from a goodly share of the mem- 
bership—more then two-thirds it is 
said, but no blame was attached to the 
bishop-He was represented as being 
non-conversant with the situation.

“Only a short time ago we had a 
meeting of members, and prepared a 
petition to the conference, requesting 
a change. Ballots were taken, and I 
believe the result was abeut two to 
one against retaining Mr. Donohoo 
in the pastcrate. Mr. Donohoo put the 
ballots in his pocket, ena gald he would 
lay them before the bishop and abide 
by his decision. We also have appealed 
to Presiding Elder Bovard for a 
change. but cur requests seem to be 
ignored.”

OWNEY SAFE CRACKED 
AND MONEY TAKEN.

DARING ROSBERS GET PAPERS OF 

HIGH VALUE. 

— — 
Mrs. M. E. Frahkel’s General Mer- 
chandise Store Entered Monday Night 
and Powder Effectively Used—Crooks 
Ride Away on Handcar, Leaving 20 
Clew. 


— 


DOWNEY, Sept. 30.—Safe crackers 
blew open the treasure box in the gen- 
eral merchandise store of Mrs. M. E. 
Frankel last night, and took all the 
money, about §60, and jewelry valued at 
about $100. Papers belonging to George 
M. Henshaw, such as mortgages, notes 
and other documents aggregating over 
$4000 in value were also secured by the 
robbers. The cracksmen evidently are 
experienced criminals in their line, and 
presumably it is the same gang that 
has operated at various places in 
Southern California this summer. Hen- 
shaw is confidential secretary and 
book-keeper to Mrs. Frankel. Payment 
en the papers has been stopped, and 
they are worthless to any but the right- 
ful owners. The jewelry secured was 
greatly valued, being family heirlooms. 

The bold job was done before mid- 
night, it is_believed, and probably 
about 10 @clock, while a “living pic- 
ture” show was holding forth in the 
hall above the store. The crooks broke 
into the blacksmith shop of John 
Townsley and there secured the tools 
they needed. The front door of Mrs. 
Frankel’s store was forced. With a 
heavy sledge they the knob 
from the safe. was then in- 
serted into the aperture, a fuse stuck 
in, a sack of sugar placed against the 
door to deaden the sound, and a 
match applied. The safe door was 
blown open, and the inside shattered. 

After gathering up their plunder the 
robbers broke into the Southern Pa- 
cific section house, took a handcar and 
rode away. They traveled thus to the 
junction of the Salt Lake line, and 
there transferred, going on to Hobart. 
There they left the handcar, and it was 
found at noon today on a sidetrack. 
Nobody heard a sound, and not a single 
clew has. been discovered.

Over Five Days Consumed in Secur-

LONG BEACH, Sept. 30.—The exten- 

sions of the Huntington trolley lines 
in this vicinity are watched with great 
interest by the people of the city. The 
extension along Ocean Park avenue, 
which was reported in The Times sev- 
eral days ago, has. been pushed from 
Ocean Park avenue north on Descanso 
avenue and east on a line of Second 
street or Second street produced. The 
road has been built eastward to the 
shore of Alamitos Bay and thence 
northeasterly to a point about three 
miles from Alamitos station on the Salt 
Lake and Southern Pacific lines. 
The company has taken off most of 
its force of men employed on the ex- 
tension and is building a double-tracked 
line along Seeond street westward from 
Descanso avenue to the Salt Lake 
tracks at Alamitos station. 

A gang of men is engaged in erect- 
ing strong poles on Fourth street east- 
ward from American avenue. The 
poles, which are large strong ones, are 
being. erected about one hundred feet 
apart along the northerly side of 
Fourth street and with a slant away 
from the center of the street. The 
present purpose of the poles is said 
to be to support a system of feed wires 
running from the trolley company's 
main line on American avenue to con- 
nect with the extension eastward from 
Alamitos avenue along Second street. 

Very likely that is the present pur- 
pose, but the character of the poles 
along Third street, the slant at which 
they are being set and other charac- 
teristics appear to warrant the assump- 
tion that with poles similarly placed 
on the opposite side ef Third street 
they may be used to support trolley 
wires for an electric road to be built 
on that thoroughfare. Until that is 
done, however, the Third-street feed 
wires may furnish a cut-off for supply- 
ing current for the Une running east- 
ward from the city. 

The present developments are looked 
upon as meaning that the eastward ex- 
tension of the Huntington road is to 
be a good deal more than a mere local 
enterprise and that the objective nt 
is at a considerable distance 
Long Beach.
